"  Ah'd  loike  to  kneaw  wheeare  ye'll  bea 
to-noight  at  tweelve,"  replied  the  beautiful 
Dolly. 

"  Thut  ar's  tellung." 

"  If  yey  deean't  tell  me  thot,  ye'll  neeyer 
hev  nothing  mair  to  say  to  mea." 
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What  is  it  that  makes  life  worth  living?  What  is  it  that 
gives  its  value  to  life?  Sharp  contrast,  —  activity  followed 
by  repose ;  exertion  followed  by  rest ;  even  hurry,  in  this 
spurring  climate  of  ours,  has  its  delight,  balanced  after- 
wards by  the  sense  of  achievement,  — 

The  joy  of  eventful  living. 

We  that  pretend  to  paint  have  much  to  say  about  the 
values,  which  yon  who  do  not  paint  say  sometimes  you,  do 
not  understand,  and  think,  often,  that  perhaps  we  do  not 
understand  ourselves. 

Yet  the  thing  is  rather  simple.  What  gives  the  charm  to 
a  picture?  Sharp  contrasts,  clear  distinction  of  light  and 
shade  ;  not  too  much  glare,  or  too  much  shadow.  Not  only 
in  a  picture,  but  in  fact,  —  and  in  pictures  because  in  facts, 
—  why  do  we  ever  see  anj-thing?  In  the  dark  we  distin- 
guish nothing  (though  cats  do)  ;  but  the  light  comes  and 
touches  some  forms,  and  leaves  others.  We  see  the  light 
ones  because  they  are  relieved  against  the  dark ;  a  light 
mass  of  stone  stands  out  against  its  shadow,  or  the  dark 
gap  in  the  wall,  and  we  know  it  means  a  stone  ;  the  light 
tracery  of  a  delicate  green  branch  dances  against  a  shadowy 
doorwa}',  and  contents  us. 

We  must  preserve  "the  values"  in  our  lives.  Not  the 
dead  level  of  a  prairie,  or  the  smooth,  unending  calm  of  a 
windless  day  at  sea,  are  what  we  would  seek  las  emblems  of 
our  existence,  but  the  light  and  shade,  contrast  and  variety, 
of  a  broken  landscape. 

All  work  and  no  play 
Makes  Jack  a  dull  boy. 

We  all  work  too  much  here,  though  many  of  us  get  va- 
riety, in  one  sense,  by  working  upon  a  great  many  different 
things.  We  think,  most  of  us,  too  much  about  money-get- 
ting and  the  possession  of  money  (said  by  those  who  have 
known  it  to  be  an  agreeable  experience).  If  you  listen  to 
the  talk  of  those  whom  you  pass  in  the  streets,  or  of  the 
people  sitting  behind  you  in  the  train,  in  nine  cases  out  of 
ten,  the  words  yon  will  catch  will  be  "  money,"  or  "  dollar," 
or  "cash,"  or  "  bill." 


We  want  the  things  we  see  about  us,  therefore,  to  suggest 
something  else  besides  money  and  work.  Even  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  bus}7  and  crowded  town,  let  us  have  something 
that  means  more  than  its  market  value  ;  let  us,  in  short, 
preserve  the  Old  South  Church. 

The  balance  of  a  composition  demands  variety.  For  the 
even  balance  of  our  spirits  and  the  calm  tenor  of  our  lives, 
we  need  it  also.  Let  the  light  and  graceful  towers  of  the 
new  churches  on  the  Back  Bay  continue  to  charm  with  all 
that  thej-  can  give  of  the  best  ideas  of  architecture  ;  but  we 
will  keep  the  solid  old  brick  building  with  its  time-worn 
spire. 

Since  the  fire,  the  old  town  is  rebuilt  with  rows  and  rows 
of  modern  buildings,  shining  new,  high,  and  spacious,  with 
steam  elevators  to  carry  us  up  to  the  very  top  of  their  sixth 
or  seventh  story. 

The  Old  South  Church  has  another  kind  of  elevator ;  it  is 
the  pressure  of  the  noble  words  and  deeds  that  have  originated 
or  been  stimulated  within  its  walls,  —  an  elevator  calculated 
to  raise  the  thoughts  from  the  sidewalk,  and  the  routine  of 
work,  to  the  free  atmosphere  of  broad  and  generous  life.

Guide  to  Language. — The  many  admirers  of  the  new 
Guide  to  Conversation  in  Portuguese  and  English  cannot 
easily  forget  its  special  characteristics,  but  there  is  always  a 
new  generation,  and  for  its  advantage  we  cannot  refrain  from 
copying  its  inimitable  preface,  and  presenting  it  to  our  read- 
ers, with  the  genuine  spelling  and  grammar.  The  following 
preface  actually  introduces  the  Guide  to  Conversation  :  — 

A  choice  of  familiar  dialogues,  clear  of  gallicisms  and  de- 
spoiled phrases,  it  was  missing  yet  to  studious  Portuguese  and 
Brazilian  youth ;  and  also  to  persons  of  others  nations  that  wish 
to  know  the  Portuguese  language.  We  sought  all  we  may  do 
to  correct  that  want,  composing  and  divising  the  present  little 
work  in  two  parts.  The  first  includes  a  greatest  vocabulary 
proper  names  by  alphabetical  order,  and  the  second  fourty-three 
dialogues  adapted  to  the  usual  precisions  of  life.  For  that  rea- 
son we  did  put  with  a  scrupulous  exactness  a  great  variety  our  ex- 
pressions to  English  and  Portuguese  idioms ;  without  to  attach  us 
selves  (as  make  some  others)  almost  at  a  literal  translation ; 
translation  what,  only  will  be  for  to  accustom  the  Portuguese 
pupils,  or  foreign,  to  speak  very  bad  any  of  the  mentioned 
idioms. 

We  were  increasing  this  second  edition  with  a  phraseology  in 
the  first  part  and  some  familiar  letters,  anecdotes,  idiotisms, 
proverbs,  and  to  second  a  new  index. 

The  books  which  we  were  coupling  for  this  labor  fond  use  as  for 
nothing,  but  those  what  were  publishing  to  Portugal,  or  out,  they 
were  almost  all  composed  for  some  foreign,  or  for  some  national, 
little  acquainted  in  the  spirit  of  both  languages.  It  was  resulting 
from  that  carelessness  to  rest  those  books  full  of  imperfections 
and  anomalies  of  style ;  in  spite  of  the  infinite  typographical 
faults  which  sometimes  invert  the  sense  of  the  periods.  It  in- 
crease not  to  contain  any  of  those  books  the  figured  pronunciation 
of  the  English  words,  nor  the  prosodical  accent  in  the  Portu- 
guese ;  indispensable  object  whom  wish  to  speak  the  English 
and  Portuguese  language  correctly. 

We  expect  then,  who  the  little  book  (for  the  care  what  we 
wrote  him,  and  for  her  typographical  correction)  that  may  be 
worth  the  acceptation  of  the  studious  persons,  and  especially  of 
the  youth  at  which  we  dedicate  him  particularly.

(Concluded.) 

III.  Nor  will  this  work  be  done  by  formal  lectures  or 
addresses  only,  with  the  stimulus  already  given  to  such  re- 
search. We  have  found  how  much  there  is  for  the  bright 
and  vivid  narrative  of  the  best  things  which  the  past  has 
done  for  the  present.  Such  addresses  as  Mr.  Dana  delivered 
at  Lexington,  Mr.  Curtis  at  Concord,  Gen.  Devens  at 
Charlestown,  Mr.  Winthrop  and  Dr.  Ellis  in  the  Music  Hall, 
and  a  hundred  less  stately  and  formal  lessons  of  the  work 
of  the  past  and  the  duty  of  the  present,  are  not  ephemeral, 
—  born  for  a  day,  to  die  the  next.  They  are  to  be  printed 
for  preservation,  and  read  everywhere.  Nor  is  it  one  year 
only  which  is  to  be  thus  lifted  up  and  fed  and  cherished, 
while  ninety  and  nine  are  left  to  perish  in  the  wilderness  of 
unworthy  and  forgotten  times.  The  best  writers  are  read3r 
to  write,  and  the  people  —  not  merely  the  literaiy  classes, 
but  the  people  —  are  reacVy  to  read.  And  it  needs  only  the 
maintenance  of  the  duty  and  spirit  of  the  Centennial  year 
to  train  the  stranger  from  other  lands,  and  the  children  3-et 
to  be  born  in  this,  to  a  fit  knowledge  of  the  nobility  of  their 
heritage.  To  direct  such  popular  instruction  by  all  the  legiti- 
mate methods  of  popular  instruction  becomes  one  of  the 
effectual  means  of  those  who  have  united  for  the  education 
of  this  people  in  a  true  and  consistent  patriotism. 

IV.  As  a  part  of  the  same  education  eveiy  public  holida}7 
should  be  improved,  — no  small  service  in  a  community  like 
ours,  which  does  not  know  what  to  do  with  its  holidays. 
The  22d  of  February,  the  17th  of  March,  the  4th  of  July, 
the  birthday  of  the  citj',  this  day  of  Thanksgiving,  and  the 
State  election  da}7,  give  each  a  chance  for  cheerful  pleasure 
to  a  host  of  children  and  their  fathers  and  mothers.  Our 
friends  of  Warren-street  chapel  have  given  "an  instance  of 
how  much  can  be  done  to  give  spirit  and  dignity  to  such  oc- 
casions. Central  among  them  would  be  the  school  anniver- 
sary, which  in  the  midst  of  such  associations  could  be  made 
much  more  inspiriting  than  it  alwaj-sis.  I  should  hope,  indeed, 
that  we  might  see  the  favored  scholars  of  the  schools  of  dis- 
tant cities,  at  the  solemn  periods  which  mark  their  success- 
ful passage  along  their  course,  welcomed  as  our  guests  for  a 
special  holiday  to  this  Nursery  of  Freedom,  privileged  and 
honored  alike,  as  they  learu  some  part  of  its  lessons. 

V.  Of  all  these  lessons  of  true  government  and  pure 
patriotism  the  living  centre  is  religion.  And  no  man  or  no 
set  of  men  will  succeed  in  planting  in  this  nursery  the  seeds 
of  American  liberty  who  does  not  hold  true  to  the  traditions 
of  the  Old  South  meeting-house,  and  plant  with  prayer  what 
he  hopes  to  reap  in  triumph.  Men,  women,  and  children  are  to 
be  taught  that  they  have  a  county  because  their  fathers 
loved  God  more  than  thej7  loved  the  world,  and  loved  the 


praise  of  God  more  than  the  praise  of  men.  There  is  no 
lesson  of  American  patriotism  which  does  not  include  this 
lesson  within.  Every  daj7,  let  us  hope,  this  old  sanctuary  of 
freedom  and  religion  will  be  teaching  this  lesson,  and  so 
every  week-ch-vy  be  the  Lord's  own  day  in  the  glorious  work 
to  which  the  Providence  of  God  rather  than  the  designs  of 
men  have  consecrated  it.  The  selfishness  of  the  late  owners, 
it  is  true,  has  provided  that  for  a  few  years  the  building 
shall  not  be  opened  on  Sunday.  It  is  —  let  us  thank  God  — 
the  only  spot  in  what  men  call  Christendom,  where  men  may 
not  worship  God  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the  day* 
specially  reserved  \>y  Christians  for  that  high  service.  But 
time  passes  soon.  This  restriction  has  but  nineteen  years 
and  ten  months  to  hold  ;  and,  as  those  years  and  months 
pass,  let  us  hope  that  this  community  will  be  more  and  more 
ready  for  that  use  of  Sunda}'  for  which  this  building  is  provi- 
dentially designed.  Then  it  shall  be  used  for  such  service  as 
is  only  possible  in  a  town  where  Christianit}'  is  all  alive  with 
freedom,  and  where  freedom  is  all  alive  with  Christianity. 
It  shall  be  open  to  all  sorts  and  conditions  and  creeds  of  men, 

—  without  question,  without  monej-,  aud  without  price.  Each 
branch  of  the  church  must  vie  with  each  other  in  making  the 
services  of  Sunday  in  the  Nursery  of  Freedom  attractive, 
intelligible,  convincing,  and  enlivening.  From  the  first  ray 
of  morning  till  evening  closes,  the  different  ministers  of  dif- 
ferent communions  must  occupy  it,  and  each  in  his  own  way 
interpret  and  illustrate  the  wisdom  and  the  goodness  of  God, 

—  who  was  with  the  fathers,  is  with  the  children,  and  shall 
be  with  theirs  from  generation  to  generation.  The  Moodys 
of  every  age  shall  be  most  glad  to  speak  there,  and  the  San- 
keys  to  sing  there.  Eitual  shall  there  be  most  solemn,  and 
eloquence  most  earnest ;  statement  of  truth  most  simple,  and 
conviction  most  real.  The  doors  of  this  temple  of  God  shall 
not  be  shut  by  day,  and  when  night  comes  it  shall  still  be 
open  for  men's  prayers.  The  artists  who  know  best  how  to 
consecrate  music  to  religion  shall  lead  to  the  throne  of  God 
those  for  whom  eloquence  is  powerless  ;  the  men  who  have 
seen  God  and  heard  him  shall  kindly  take  blind  seekers  by 
the  hand,  and  shall  make  the  way  so  clear  that  thejT  shall 
hear  and  they  shall  see.  The  thoughtful,  careful  students, 
who  have  solved  life's  difficulties  and  made  its  problems 
clear,  shall  help  out  to  the  daylight  the  troubled  and  despair- 
ing. And  then  the  joj'ful  children  of  hope,  who  are  never 
sad,  and  never  fearful,  because  they  have  entered  into  that 
service  which  is  perfect  freedom,  shall  encourage  to  look  for- 
ward those  who  were  else  looking  backward,  all  in  darkness 
and  forlorn.  A  free  church  for  a  free  people, -with  the  minis- 
try of  all  the  saints,  for  the  help  and  care  of  all  the  souls. 
Thus  shall  the  visions  be  made  real  of  the  consecrated  men 
and  women  of  other  times,  and  of  this  time,  who  have 
determined  that  this  place  shall  always  be  "  The  Nursery  of 
Freedom."

Having'  received  a  considerable  consignment 
of  Persian,  Kurdistan,  and  other  nigs,  and  not 
being  entirely  satisfied  as  to  the  genuineness  of 
some  of  the  articles  we  had  received,  we  begged 
a  gentleman,  Sir  Randall  Roberts,  whose  sojourn 
in  the  East  lias  made  him  acquainted  with  such 
matters,  to  inspect  our  stock,  and  we  have  now 
much  satisfaction  in  placing  his  report  before 
the  public.

5(i0  Washington  street :  — 

Gentlemen,  —  I  have  much  pleasure  in  placing 
upon  record  my  opinion  of  those  articles  of 
Eastern  manufacture  which  I  have  this  day  in- 
spected at  your  place  of  business.  Although  no 
expert,  I  am  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the 
manufactures,  as  far  as  rugs  are  concerned,  of 
Egypt,  embracing  the  Nile ;  Turkey,  both  in 
Asia  and  Europe  ;  the  Caucasus,  Persia,  Japan 
and  Hindustan,  to  be  able  to  give  you  the  opin- 
ion you  desire.  I  do  so  with  more  than  pleasure, 
because  it  is  to  me  a  fresh  instance  amongst  the 
many  I  have  lately  had  the  opportunity  and 
gratification  of  remarking  of  the  increasing  im- 
portance and  commercial  industry  of  this  great 
country,  whose  ramifications  with  the  Old  World 
will  shortly  become  of  unspeakable  importance 
in  developing  the  vast  resources  of  the  United 
States.  First,  then,  of  the  rugs  of  Persian  man- 
ufacture. These  are  correct  in  the  peculiarity 
of  their  color,  but,  to  the  eye  unaccustomed  to 
the  vagaries  of  an  almost  savage  taste,  may  per- 
haps appear  without  interest,  except  for  eccen- 
tricity and  grotesqueness  of  combination ;  yet, 
after  a  careful  study,  many  beautiful  and  inter- 
esting points  stand  out.  It  is  but  some  few 
years  ago  since  nothing  but  the  rudest  of  hand- 
looms  produced  the  gorgeous  fabrics  of  Teheran, 
Ispahan,  Herat,  Shiraz,  and  Busbire.  But  since 
the  Persian  Gulf  has  been  opened  up  by  British 
commerce  these  products  of  many-handed  wo- 
man's labor  has  not  only  found  its  way  to  Eu- 
rope, but  power-looms  have  been  here  and  there 
established  whose  produce  finds  a  ready  market, 
especially  in  France.  The  selections  which  you 
possess  are  more  than  average  specimens  of  na- 
tive Persian  product. 

Next  in  order  we  come  to  the  rude,  rough  ex- 
amples from  Kurdistan,  that  rugged  country 
bordering  on  the  northern  provinces  of  Persia, 
and  peopled  by  the  wild,  nomadic  tribes  of  Kurds 
and  Turcomans,  who  inhabit  the  vast  plains  and 
valleys  which  lie  between  its  lofty  mountain 
ranges.  These  rugs  betray  by  the  coarseness 
of  their  manufacture  and  peculiarity  of  their 
material,  the  genuine  source  from  which  they 
come.  The  colors,  too,  are  varied,  but  not 
bright,  because  the  people  do  not  possess  the  in- 
gredients which  will  produce  the  brightness  of 
our  modern  dyes.  These  rugs  find  a  market  in 
Tiflis,  Bajazid,  Batoum,  Erzeroum,  and  Trebi- 
zohd,  and  are  mostly  exchanged  for  European 
prints.  After  these,  and  next  in  order,  come  the 
voluptuous  and  softly  made  fabrics  of  Egypt. 
Here,  on  the  banks  of  the  Nile,  the  Fellah  has 
turned  his  weary  hand  away  from  irrigating  the 
sometimes  too  unfruitful  soil,  and  brought  more 
of  his  attention  to  bear  on  manufacturing  the 
products  of  Arabia  and  Africa.  From  Smyrna 
come  some  of  the  handsome  specimens  which 
'you  possess  ;  whilst  Bussorah  and  even  Bagdad 
are  represented  in  your  collection. 

Turning  from  this  part  of  the  East  to  the  British  Posses- 
sions in  India  the  rugs  from  the  Cocan  and  Deecan  in  the 
Bombay  Presidency  are  easily  recognized.  First,  from 
the  texture,  and,  secondly,  from  the  similarity  in  pattern 
which  they  bear  to  the  quaint  but  unmistakable  patterns 
of  Hyderabad  and  Scinde,  wiiich  seem  to  furnish  a  sort 
of  precedent  as  far  as  pattern  is  concerned  for  the  rest  of 
British  India.  It  is  true  that  in  the  north-west  frontier, 
I  mean  Cabul  and  Kashgar,  the  patterns  are  somewhat 
different,  but  still  there  is  always  a  sameness,  more  or 
less.  Amongst  your  Japanese  rugs,  the  undressed  and 
seed  cotton  rugs  are  highly  interesting,  and  are  fine  spec- 
imens of  what  that  adaptive  and  imitative  people  are 
capable  of  producing. 

Taking  it  as  a  whole,  as  I  sat  surrounded  in  your  store 
by  these  examples  of  Oriental  produce,  it  seems  to  me  as_ 
if  a  map  of  the  East  was  spread  around  me,  and  memor/ 
took  me  back  to  old  days  and  scenes  of  yore,  which  had 
long  since  been  forgotten.  I  have  to  thank  you  for  the 
pleasure  which  the  inspection  gave  me,  and  to  assure  you 
that  you  may  set  your  mind  perfectly  at  ease  as  to  the 
genuineness  of  the  articles  I  have  mentioned.
